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Man is Jailed for 
abusing patient 


A HAVERHILL health worker 
has been jailed for sexually 
abusing a female in Lulbourn 
mental health hospital. 

lames Hollinrake, of Queen¬ 
sway, was sentenced to 18 
months at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

The 23-year-old, right, 
was found guilty of two 
charges of conducting 
sexual acts on a patient 
with mental health 
problems and learning 
disabilities. 

Bosses of Cambridge¬ 
shire and Peterborough 
NHS Foundation Trust, 
who employed Hollinrake, 
have told the Weekly News 
of their shock on first 
hearing the allegations. 

They said swift action was 
taken to halt any further 
breaches of trust. 

They insisted all criminal record and 
background checks were made on 
Hollinrake before he worked on the 
wards. 

He was accused of having a 
“relationship” with the vulnerable 
patient which came to light after it was 
reported to police by a member of 
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hospital staff. 

A spokeswoman said: “We confirm 
Mr Hollinrake was employed by 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
NHS Foundation Trust as a health care 
assistant from February 
2009 until his resignation 
in October 2010. 

“Prior to Mr Hollinrake 
being employed by the 
trust, we had undertaken 
all of the appropriate 
checks on his background, 
none of which gave rise to 
any concerns. 

“The trust was shocked 
to hear about the 
allegations of Mr Hollin- 
rake’s relationship with a 
patient and acted prom¬ 
ptly to protect patients by 
suspending him and 
reporting the allegations to the police. 
Mr Hollinrake subsequently resigned 
from the trust. 

“Trust staff are committed to caring 
for some of the most vulnerable people 
in society. We unreservedly condemn 
Mr Hollinrake’s actions.” 

The abuse happened between 
January and April last year.

Since its beginnings 
in 2003, it has helped 
48 children’s hospitals 
and hospices and given 
out grants totalling 
more than £1.3 million. 


‘OPEN as usual’ was 
the message from 
schools in Haverhill 
as today’s teachers’ 
strike arrived - buck¬ 
ing the national 
trend. 

The National Union of 
Teachers (NUT) and the 
Association of Teachers 
and Lecturers voted earlier 
this month for industrial 
action after a dispute with 
the Government over 
teachers’ pensions. 

Union leaders had 
warned that most schools 
across Britain would have 
to close for the one-day 
walk out, but the vast 
majority of schools in this 
region told the Weekly 
News they are operating as 
normal. 

Of the 19 schools in the 
Haverhill area questioned 
this week, only Thurlow 
Primary School in Little 
Thurlow said it would be 
completely closed due to a 
lack of staff, while Ridge- 
well Primary in Essex said 
they would be closed to 
years 5 and 6 but run 
normally for all other year 
groups. 

Graham White, NUT 
secretary for Suffolk, said: 
“The number of teachers 
striking does vary from 
school to school but I must 
say that I am surprised so 
few schools in the Hav¬ 
erhill area have said they 
are taking part. 

“I think it says more 
about Haverhill schools 
than about Suffolk as I am 
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expecting very few schools 
in the county as a whole to 
remain open as usual.” 

Mr White also said that 
due to current changes in 
Suffolk’s education system 
from three-tier to two-tier, 
some middle school tea¬ 
chers may be discouraged 
from striking out of fears 
they may damage up¬ 
coming redundancy terms. 

He added: “The NUT 
does not instruct teachers 
to strike but, in my view, 
the walk out is regrettable 
but necessary. 

“We want our pension to 
be left alone and so far the 
Government has provided 
no evidence that they are 
unaffordable.” 

Meanwhile, neighbour¬ 
ing Cambridgeshire is also 
expecting huge disruption 
for parents, with half of all 
schools expected to close. 

On Monday night, 
figures released by edu¬ 
cation chiefs showed that 
71 of the county’s 250 
schools had already 
reported their intentions, 
with 29 saying they would 
shut, 18 planning to be 
partially closed and 26 
hoping to be open as 
normal. 

But there is expected to 
be a rise on the day as 
schools are under no 
obligation to tell the 
county council of their 
proposals.

DOZENS of police 
cars patrolled Haver¬ 
hill's streets yesterday 
in an effort to 
promote road safety 

The town was the 
location for a special road 
enforcement operation 
yesterday as the town’s 
Safer Neighbourhood Team 
(SNT) joined forces with 
Bury St Edmunds Roads 
Policing Unit (RPU) to send 
out a clear message to road 
users. 

Police officers set up a 
base in the car park next to 
the Cineworld cinema in 
Ehringshausen Way from 
10.30am to 4pm, and 
patrolled the town in police 
cars to combat criminal use 
of the roads and nuisance 
vehicles. 

SNT and RPU personnel 
were joined by officers from 
the UK Border Agency and 
Revenue and Customs, a 
trained mechanic from the 
Vehicle and Operator 
Services Agency (VOSA), 
and an officer from the dog 
unit with a drugs dog. 

Sgt Sarah Bartley from 
Haverhill SNT, joint leader 
of the operation with Sgt 
Dave Shaw from the RPU, 
said: “The idea behind this 
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is to make the road safer. 

“We want people to know 
that if you are driving 
without insurance or 
without a licence or you are 
in a vehicle that is unsafe 
you will be dealt with.” 

Drivers were pulled into 
the checkpoint if they were 
deemed to be in an 
unroadworthy car, or if they 
were committing any 
offence such as not wearing 
a seatbelt or using a phone. 

Customs were on hand to 
fuel-dip for red diesel, cars 
were given a thorough 
examination by the 
mechanic, and drivers’ 
documents were checked. 

Sgt Bartley added: “We 
have had a few complaints 
from people in Haverhill of 
late about drivers so this 
operation seems to have 
come at the right time. 

“We want to stop any 
issue early, rather than let it 
become a bigger problem 
later on. 

“Operations like these are 
about education as well as 
enforcement - people need 
to check their vehicles 
regularly.” 



During the five-and-a-half-hour operation, a total of 
21 vehicles were stopped with 17 subject to a full 
check. The results: 

■ 16 vehicles were fuel-dipped - all passed 

■ 1 immediate prohibition for defective tyre - 
below legal tread 

■ 5 deferred prohibitions - 2 for defective 
steering, 1 for defective ABS system, 1 for 
defective wheel nuts, and 1 for excessive corrosion 

■ 1 person given a warning for possession of 
herbal cannabis 

■ 2 vehicles seized -1 for no insurance, and 1 for 
a revoked driving licence 

■ 1 person reported for no vehicle tax 

■ 1 Vehicle Defect Rectification Scheme (VDRS)

The Linton Community College student, 
who is going on his own, said: “I have got a 
bit of travelling to do. I’ll be staying with my 
grandparents who live near the stadium and 
because the event doesn’t start until the 
evening I think I’m going to have a walk 
around the Olympic village and see what’s 
going on.”

School’s not 
taking part in 
strike, but 
we’re backing 
those who are 

Sir, the staff at this closing middle 
school are in support of the 
industrial action being taken 
regarding pensions today. 

The long-term value of teachers’ 
pensions has already been cut by 
15 per cent. 

The Government wishes to increase 
contributions by 50 per cent. 

The Government wishes to increase 
the normal pension age for every 
teacher - up to 68 for some. 

The House of Commons Public 
Accounts Committee and the 
National Audit Office have both 
confirmed that costs are falling. 

This follows the changes made 
regarding increased contributions 
and retirement age, and capped 
employers’ contributions, in 2007. 

We believe that the proposed new 
changes will have an adverse effect 
on teacher recruitment and 
retention, and that this will be to 
the detriment of pupils’ education. 

We have worked very hard to 
protect our students from the 
disruption already imposed by the 
county’s reorganisation of schools. 
As this popular and very successful 
school is being closed down on July 
22, we feel it would not be fair to 
our students to cause further 
disruption by taking strike action. 

We are, therefore, open as normal. 
The staff are writing to their MPs 
and to the Secretary of State for 
Education about the issue of 
pensions.

A COCKTAIL bar owner 
has found himself in the 
spotlight after investing in 
expensive new tech¬ 
nology to make his 
premises more safe and 
popular. 

Harry Zachariou, owner of Bar 
Vu in Jubilee Walk, Haverhill, has 
featured on regional television 
and radio programmes since he 
installed “club scan” system on 
the door of the venue a month 
ago, which takes people’s 
fingerprints before they enter. 

And after receiving “99.9 per 
cent positive feedback” from his 
customers, Mr Zachariou is 
delighted to be one of the 
driving forces behind Haverhill 
being put on the map for the 
quality of nightlife. 

The 39-year-old said: 
“Whenever something new 
appears there is always a 
reaction but I didn’t expect it to 
be so positive. My customers 
love it. 

“Out of 1,400 people we have 
only had one complaint about 
the scans and I think that is 
because fears are the details 
could be used by police, but that 
is not the case.” 

The system is the same as is 
used in top nightclubs in 
London where customers 


provide their fingerprint on 
entry. 

Mr Zachariou and his bar 
manager are the only ones with 
access to the information. It 
allows them to know who is in 
the bar and allows them to ban 
any trouble makers and prevent 
under-age drinking. 

Mr Zachariou, who has owned 
Deja vu cafe in Queen Street for 
nine years and Bar Vu, which is 
above a tap as restaurant, for 18 
months, added: “We have never 
had any trouble before so this is 
about prevention, not a cure. 

“We are trying to better 
ourselves and it has been great 
to see Haverhill linked with an 
interesting and unusual story for 
a change. 


“The aim is to make the 
environment safer so people 
want to stay longer and have a 
good time, and we want to be 
trendy and cutting edge in 
everything we do. 

“People have come up to me 
and said they now feel Haverhill 
is reaching the standards that 
their friends want to visit, from 
places like Cambridge and Bury, 
for a night out and it is no longer 
embarrassing to invite them.” 

Bar Vu is open on Friday and 
Saturday evenings, with plans to 
open on Thursday nights in the 
near future.

Householders alerted to 
electricity top-up scam 


HAVERHILL residents have been warned 
by police to beware of criminals selling 
electricity top-ups on doorsteps. 

Prepayment meter fraud is increasing, 
and at least one district in Suffolk has 
already been affected. 

In Ipswich, the scam has involved 
fraudsters knocking on doors and 
offering electricity top-ups worth £50 for 
about £25. 

But energy companies only ever sell 
top-ups through PayPoint, Payzone and 
the Post Office, and can identify illegally 


topped-up meters, so customers may be 
forced to pay for their energy twice. 

More than 230,000 incidents involving 
127,000 customers have been recorded 
across the country, at an estimated cost 
to customers of £7 million. In Ipswich 
alone, 2,043 offences have been recorded, 
affecting 926 properties. 

Energy companies are working with the 
police to tackle energy fraud. Top-up Safe, 
a national campaign, is alerting 
customers to the risks involved in buying 
illegal top-ups.

A HOME which 
was given its own 
anti-social be¬ 
haviour order more 
than two months 
ago is now up for 
rent.

Boy’s swollen face turned out 
to be life-threatening condition

W HEN most 
toddlers 
cough in 
the night, their 
parents barely 
notice. But when 
Graham and Gilly 
Hiom hear their little 
boy coughing, their 
hearts sink. Because 
2-year-old Louis has 
nephrotic syndrome, 
a rare kidney 
condition that 
causes the body to 
retain fluids, leading 
to alarming swelling 
in his face and body. 

“They don’t know what 
causes it, but they know 
there’s a link somewhere 
with a virus,” explains 
Graham, 45. “So if his 
body is low anyway, that’s 
when it could come back. 
Any illness could trigger 
another attack.” 

It all began one 
Saturday morning last 
November when Louis, 
the youngest of the 
Hioms’ five children, 
woke up with a noticeably 
puffy face. 

“He looked like he’d 
been stung by a bee, and 
reacted on both eyes,” 
remembers Gilly, 44. 
“They’d totally swollen up 
and reduced his eyes to 
slits.” 

Initially the couple, 
who live in Little Paxton 
near St Neots, thought it

might be his sinuses, and 
were relieved when the 
swelling began to go 
down. But Louis slept 
badly that night, and the 
following morning his 
face was puffy again: “And 
he was definitely under 
the weather. He was quiet 
- he’s usually running 
around and loud and full 
of life,” says Gilly. 

Taking him to the 
doctor first thing on 
Monday morning, Gilly 
was told that it was 
probably just a virus, but 
the doctor asked her to 
bring in a urine sample 
just to be sure. 

At this stage, Gilly 
wasn’t worried: “When 
you’ve got five children, 
you see a few different 
things, and you want to 
put it down to ‘oh, it’s just 
a virus’, or ‘it’s just 
something that’s made his 
face swell up but it’s going 
to go away again’.” And, 
after dropping the urine 
sample in to the surgery 
the following morning, 
she thought little of it and 
went to the supermarket. 

But, just as she got to 
the checkout, her mobile 
rang: it was the doctor, 
telling her to take Louis 
straight to hospital. 

“My heart was really 
thumping,” says Gilly. “I 


was going through the till 
thinking ‘stay calm, stay 
calm’. I couldn’t wait to 
get in the car and ring 
Graham.” 

Gilly rushed Louis to 
Hinchingbrooke and, 
when a doctor stripped 
him, she noticed that his 
ankles had swollen up 
too. He then began to 
vomit. 

Shortly afterwards 
Graham, a freelance 
project manager in the 
banking sector, arrived: 
“We were sitting there, 
wondering what was 
going on, and one of the 
senior renal doctors came 
round and said there was 
a strong indication that it 
was nephrotic 
syndrome,” he recalls. 

“She said ‘don’t go on 
the internet, because 
there’s all sorts of horror 
stories on there’, and then 
broadly explained what 
the condition was.” 

They were told that 
nephrotic syndrome is a 
rare condition in which 
the body’s own immune 
system attacks the 
kidneys, causing the body 
to retain more water than 
it should - hence the 
frightening swelling. 

Thankfully most 
children grow out of it by 
puberty - although 


repeated attacks are likely 
until then, and there is a 
very real chance of 
permanent damage to the 
kidneys, thrombosis, and 
life-threatening 
infections. 

In order to treat Louis, 
doctors needed to start 
him on a course of strong 
steroids but, as he was 
being violently sick, he 
couldn’t keep the 
medication down. And as 
his body filled with fluid, 
the swelling began to 
spread. 

“He had thighs and 
calves and feet the size of 
an elephant - they were 
huge, absolutely huge,” 
remembers Gilly with a 
shudder. 

“He couldn’t put his 
pyjama bottoms on; we 
had to rip all the ankles to 
get them over his legs. 
And he couldn’t walk at 
that point, because it was 
just too painful with all 
the fluid.” 

Eventually doctors had 
to insert a cannula to give 
Louis the steroids, which 
suppressed his immune 
system to stop it attacking 
his kidneys. 

“But by doing that 
you’re just opening him 
up to anything,” says 
Graham. “And there were 
kids in the hospital with

sickness bugs; that’s why 
we wanted him home as 
soon as possible.” 

Louis was finally 
discharged the following 
Tuesday, and Gilly and 
Graham had to ban their 
children - Jake, 19, 
Georgia, 17, Caitlin, 15, 
and 3-year-old Lucy - 
from having friends 
round: “We’ve normally 
got a houseful of people 
and we just didn’t want 
it,” says Gilly 

“Even family who 
wanted to come and visit 
him, we said well, on the 
morning you can ring us 
and tell us how you are, 
and you need to accept 
that we might say ‘sorry, 
visit’s off’.” 

Not only did his 
suppressed immune 
system mean that Louis 
was liable to catch any 
illness - and not be able 
to fight it if he did, but the 
steroids had another 
unfortunate side effect: a 
raging thirst and hunger. 

“To start with he was 
limited to 750mls of fluid 
a day to make sure his 
kidneys could process it,” 
remembers Gilly. “He kept 
crying ‘drink mum, drink 
mum!’ and I had to try 
and distract him until he 
stopped asking, which 
was so painful.” 

And, as the weeks went 
on, all Louis could think 
about was food. “On 
Christmas morning, we’d 
laid his stocking out and 
there were presents all 
over the floor, but he just 
said ‘Breakfast Dad!’ So he 
sat there eating with all 
his presents beside him; 
he just wasn’t interested 
in them,” says Graham. 
“Food was his world.” 

By the end of January, 
Louis was off the steroids 
and is now officially in 
remission. But Gilly still 
has to dip-test his urine 


every couple of days: if 
the dip is clear, his 
kidneys are working; if 
there’s protein present, 
the chances are he’s about 
to relapse. 

“My heart still pumps,” 
she says. “It doesn’t 
matter how many times 
you do it, you still feel the 
same every time. But so 
far we haven’t even seen a 
trace. 

“But every morning 
when we get him out of 
the cot, we’re looking at 
his face, his ankles, his 
knees, and we look at 
each other and say ‘do his 
eyes look puffy’?” adds 
Graham. 

“Because he’s the baby, 
he was the worst one to 
get it from an emotional 
perspective, because you 
are over-protective. And 
we’ve had a couple of 
darker days when we’ve 
looked at the support 
forum on the NeST 
(Nephrotic Syndrome 
Trust) website. All of them 
start with ‘I took my little 
boy to the hospital, he 
was 2 years old...’ and it’s 
the start of what has 
become a horrendous 
journey of six, seven, 
years and they’ve given up 
hope; they’re desperate 
people crying out for help, 
and all of them started at 
the same place we were. 

“So if you think about 
the dark side, it can be 
very upsetting. But there’s 
no reason to get 
melancholy about it, 
because there’s a very 
good chance that by the 
time he’s 11 or 12 he’ll 
have got through it.” 

And, adds Graham, he’s 
never let himself imagine 
that he might lose Louis: 

“I always knew he was in 
safe hands. I was more 
concerned with the 
impact on him as an 
adult,” he admits. 


“We had our first lot 
when we were very young, 
then Lucy wasn’t planned, 
as you can imagine! And 
then we decided we 
wanted to have another 
one to keep Lucy 
company. 

“But we were very 
conscious that we were 
older parents, and if Louis 
is poorly in his 20s and 
30s, there’s a good chance 
we’re not going to be 
around, or not in a fit 
state to help. So I had a 
very, very emotional 
conversation with Jake 
about looking after him - 
and that was tough.” 

But the Hioms are 
determined to stay 
positive and, already a 
keen swimmer, Graham 
has started doing 
gruelling events to raise 
money for NeST, 
including a 24-hour swim 
and a triathlon. 

He is attempting the 
‘Everest’ of open-water 
swimming when he does 
a three-man relay 
crossing of the Channel to 
France and back in one 
go. But he’s not worried 
about the cold, 
exhaustion or potential 
jellyfish stings: “I’m more 
worried about the detritus 
if a ferry’s dumped its 
toilets - you can swim 
through some horrendous 
stuff!” he laughs. 

“But I’m massively 
excited. We’ve all worked 
really hard to get there, 
and we’re all confident.” 

And Graham, who’s lost 
three stone this year 
through all his training, 
has one key way of staying 
motivated: “Whenever I’m 
struggling, be it running, 
cycling or swimming, I 
generally refer to Louis, 
and think if Louis is 
fighting this, then the 
least I can do is keep 
going.”

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Cyclists get 
bike tour call 

BIKE riders from across Suffolk are being 
urged to take on the challenge of their 
lives and sign up for the East Anglia Tour 
Ride to raise funds for The Prostate 
Cancer Charity.

Police link with charity in bid to combat 
incidents of learning disability hate crime 


SUFFOLK police have signed 
up to Mencap’s policing 
promise to help end hate 
crime against people with 
learning disabilities. 

The move commits police 
forces to 10 promises, 
including a commitment to 
challenge any discriminatory 
attitudes among officers and 
to stop categorising disability 
hate crime as anti-social 
behaviour. 


The move came in 
Learning Disability Week, 
which ended last Sunday, 
during which Mencap 
launched Stand By Me, a 
campaign to fight disability 
hate crime and, in particular, 
to improve the way police 
forces deal with it. 

The learning disability 
charity’s Don’t Stand By hate 
crime research report was 
compiled with the help of 14 


police forces, including 
Suffolk’s. 

The research has high¬ 
lighted good practice and has 
made 22 recommendations 
for police forces to follow in a 
bid to improve the way they 
deal with disability hate 
crime. 

Paul Marshall, Suffolk 
police assistant chief 
constable, said: “We strongly 
believe that by working 


together with disabled people 
we can engender trust and 
confidence to encourage 
disabled people to report 
disability hate incidents in 
the knowledge that they will 
be dealt with seriously and 
sympathetically.”

A NY dream will do, as the song 
goes; but for Keith Jack, baby¬ 
faced runner-up of that particular 
BBC talent show, there was only one - to 
get his hands on that coat of many 
colours. 

Until recently, the dream looked distant. Told he 
looked too young to play the lead, the 19-year-old 
lost out by a hair’s breadth to Lee Mead in the 
nation’s search for the next Joseph in 2007. 

Now 23, the former checkout boy from Dalkeith, 
Midlothian, has finally made it - and feels he’s 
bringing some of his own journey to the role. 

“It’s a bit of a relief really,” says Keith. “It’s been 
four years since Any Dream Will Do and I didn’t 
think I’d ever get the chance to do it, so to finally 
be here is fantastic. 

“ Joseph and the Amazing Technicolor 
Dreamcoat is such a well-loved show, people know 
it from when they were children, and it’s got all 
those classic songs. It’s a great show to be part of- 
it sends you away with a smile on your face.” 

Keith has been stepping out in the role of Joseph 
since the tour reprised this time last year, having 
played the narrator to Craig Chalmers’ Joseph on 
the previous tour. 

“That was great,” he says, “but I feel that Joseph 
is a better character for me. He moves on from

being a little boy to becoming the Prince of Egypt, 
and I was just a boy when I did the programme - 
but now I feel a lot more mature so I can tell what 
he would be feeling. I think you bring a bit of 
yourself to the character, so hopefully I’ll bring a 
bit of what I’ve been through to the role.” 

Keith proved a popular contestant on the BBC1 
show; his vocals were considered the strongest by 
many, and supporters have since posted YouTube 
videos of alternate endings where Keith took the 
title. In fact, the newly buffed-up star (he’s been 
hitting the gym every day since clinching the deal) 
is learning to cope with a more than modest 
amount of fan mail. “I get letters all the time,” he 
said, “I’ve even had underwear sent, too.” 

For Keith and most of the other fresh-faced stars 
in the making, Any Dream Will Do was their first 
taste of fame, taking them out of their everyday 
lives and into the limelight where they performed 
live each week to five million viewers. 

“I can’t even describe it,” he says. “People 
disappeared every week, so it seemed to go really 
quickly; yet it went really slowly when you were 
waiting to find out if you’d been voted out. At my 
first audition in Glasgow I remember being really, 


really nervous. I didn’t even think I’d get through 
the first round, let alone to the final.” 

Despite coming in second, Keith has some 
fantastic memories. “Working with people like 
Andrew Lloyd Webber and John Barrowman 
was incredible,” he says. “I’ve learned a lot 
about myself as a performer and as a person. I 
got on really well with them all -1 still text 
John a lot and I’m working for Bill 
Kenwright. 

“I think the programme and the 
Dorothy show and Maria one since has 
been great for musical theatre. 

“It’s brought in a whole new 
audience of people who maybe 
wouldn’t go and see a show 
before.” 

Along with his own theatrical 
pursuits, since Any Dream Will Do 
Keith has established a drama school in 
Edinburgh to encourage other young 
performers. 

“We’ve got about 100 youngsters and it’s nice 
because it’s teaching them about how to progress 
with this everchanging industry, so we teach them 
new techniques all the time, and about being able 
to command a stage. 

“I teach when I can. I’ll be there in the summer 
when we have a week off from Joseph, so that’ll be 
nice. I really enjoy it.” 

So, now he’s achieved his dream of playing 
Joseph, are there any other roles he’s got his eye on 
for the future? “I’d love to do Marius in Les Mis 
and Raul in Phantom of the Opera ... and I’d love 
Andrew Lloyd Webber to bring back The Starlight 
Express so I could do Rusty.”

AFTER months if not years of 
meticulous planning, and 
agonising decisions about the 
tiniest details, it’s ironic that 
abiding memories of a wedding 
can often be completely out of 
the control of the bride and 
groom. 

The dress might be stunning, the 
cake heavenly and the reception 
organised with military precision, 
but the big day can easily 
become a big disaster thanks to 
bad weather or the rapidly 
deteriorating sobriety of the best 
man.

Best friend Lillian (Maya Rudolph) 
reveals she is getting married and 
asks a clearly delighted Annie to 
be maid of honour. 

Without two dimes to rub 


together, organising a bridal 
shower to remember will be tricky 
for Annie, especially as one of the 
bridesmaids is socialite wife 
Helen (Rose Byrne). 

Fellow bridesmaids Megan 
(Melissa McCarthy), Becca (Ellie

GARDENING 



Not in my backyard! 


S O many of us turn 

detective at this time of 
year, trying to identify 
pests feasting on our flowers or 
decimating our crops. 

But even the experts can get it wrong. 
Only last week at BBC Gardeners’ World 
Live in Birmingham, the panellists from 
BBC Radio 4’s Gardeners’ Question Time 
told one gardener that gypsy moth was 
likely to be the culprit behind the webbing 
which appeared on, and caterpillars which 
defoliated, his cotoneaster. 

However, further investigation revealed 
it wasn’t likely to be the source of the 
problem, as these insects are so rare in 
this country. 

RHS entomologist Andrew Salisbury 
reckons it’s much more likely to be the 
hawthorn webber moth, which is more 
common in Britain. 

The affected parts of the plant are 
covered in silk webbing produced by the 
caterpillars so, at first sight, it could be 
mistaken for the work of spiders. The only 
control is to inspect plants for signs of 
webbing and damage in late spring and 
late summer. If the infestation is confined 
to a few shoots, prune them out. 
Otherwise, you may need to use an 
insecticide, such as pyrethrum. 

Thankfully, many pest problems are 
easier to identify. Whitefly, for instance, 
are a familiar sight on ornamental plants 
and vegetables. These white-winged 
insects suck sap from underneath leaves 
and the foliage becomes coated with a 
black sooty mould.

Hanging sticky traps among plants and 
using organic sprays based on vegetable 
oils or fatty acids can minimise the 
problem. 

Matthew Biggs, a panellist on 
Gardeners’ Question Time , suggests: 

“One novel method of removal is to knock 
the leaves and suck up the whitefly with a 
vacuum cleaner as they fly up into the 
air.” 

Another common problem is scale 
insects, the sap-suckers found on the 
leaves and stems of a range of plants, 
which hide under protective shells which 
vary in shape and colour. 

Again, plants are weakened and 
‘honeydew’ secretions on leaves become 
affected by a black sooty mould, 
particularly in damp weather. 

To control scale insects on fruit trees 
and roses, treat them with an 
environmentally friendly winter wash in 
early winter. Ornamental plants can be 
sprayed with organic sprays. 

Vine weevil is another scourge of 
gardeners, eating the roots of plants so 
that by the time the plants start to wilt, 
there’s no going back. 


BUGS BE GONE garden invaders that can make our lives a misery and cut a swathe through our 
plants include the spidermite, above, and whitefly, below. 


Adults are about 10mm (l/2in) long, 
black with pale orange spots. They hide in 
the dark during the day but move slowly 
on leaves at night, eating notches in leaf 
margins. The plump white larvae mainly 
feed on the roots of containerised plants 
which simply wilt and die. 

In spring and summer, take a torch in 
the garden to check plants, pick off adult 
weevils and crush them. Encourage 
natural enemies. Vine weevils and their 
grubs are eaten by a variety of predators 
such as birds, frogs, toads, shrews, 
hedgehogs and predatory ground beetles. 

A biological control of the larvae is 


available as a microscopic pathogenic 
nematode (Steinemema kraussei), which 
can be bought from suppliers of biological 
controls. 

Apply it in August or early September 
when the soil temperature is warm 
enough for the nematode to be effective 
and before the vine weevil grubs have 
grown large enough to cause serious 
damage. If you’re struggling to identify 
the pests attacking your plants, cut off a 
piece of plant with the offending bug, pop 
it in a sealed container and take it to your 
garden centre where staff can help.
